Smith Says the Law of Supply aud 


Demand—Crisp Claims It Was 


Di'HiimetUation. 


.. ,V(i5 Hainer who led the successful 


fil'lit aiiaiaat appropriations for sectarian 
cli-mtHblu institutions in the District of 
ColiiLUbiii appropriation bill. 


Mr. Hainer explained that the amend- 


ment waa adopted yesterday, while he 
wasteinoorarily absent from the hall 
aii-i -ffithout oppoaition. He thought 
members bad unwittingly agreed to it 
yesterday without, realizing its far 
ruiiuhing character and 
siRnificauce. 


This wis a privato institution,and every 
cur.lid person muat admit that it was 
also sectarian. Twice this session the 
house bad placed itsftlf on record against 
appropriating $1 for sectarian purposes, 
lie readfrom the proapectua of tho in- 
stitution to shbw that it waa a Christian 
university, and maintained as its most 
favored denartmenta school of theology. 
Tftif was an institution for the further 
education of 
colored people. Why 


sboutd colored people be given higher 
education at public expense if white 
people were not? What excuse could 
members give? Favoritism has no place 
in any intelligent republic. He charged 
that tbe inarttution was engaged in mis- 
sionary work in Africa.

WASUINOTOX, April 2.—The poalofflc 


appropriation bill served to bring ou 
some sharp discussion in the eenat 
today on the propriety of abolishin 
country postoffices and absorbing them 
as branches o£ city offices. Daring th 
day Mr. George closed his epeech, cov 
erhiR three daysj in opposition to Du 
pout'a claim to a seat. . 


The resolution for investigating the 


bond sale again went over on Hill'e ob- 
jection. 


Mr._Pe"ttigrew reported the Indian ap 


propriation bill and gave notice that h 
would ask to take it np Monday. 


The postoffice appropriation bill was 


then taken up. 
Wolcott offered an 


amendment to regulate the salaries ol 
pOBtmanters of bub-atatious in "cities. 
The senator spoke in favor of the policy 
of the poatoffice department in estab- 
lishing metropolitan centers, with many 
minor offices surrounding them, as ih 
Chicago and Boston. 
. Mr, .Gocioafl.Qppoaed tuc-uaremrniBflte 
'Ittroa a ste'p toward doing' away :with 
the small fourth class poatoQice and 
making them branches of the city post- 
office. It was, said Mr. Gorman, part 
of the prevailing tendency of the world 
to absorb power and place it in the 
hands of a few men. These small poat- 
ofBces were local institutions; the poat- 
master wag one of tbe local people and 
the people, did not want their oltice ab- 
sorbed by the great city ofQcea. 


"I am loath to take the poatofnees 


away from the people,"-declared Mr. 
Gorman 
vehemently. "The 
entire 


tendency of the day is to discredit the 
people, to take from them the powers of 
government and the powerto name their 
own servants. When the people are to 
have guardians appointed over them, 
then thia government will become a fail- 
ure." 


Mr. Gorman went on to make pointed 


reference to the politics involved in ttiia 
consolidation.

shouted loudest for civil service reform 
were using this plan as a powerful ma- 
chine to accomplish political ends. 


"From headquarters came, the orders 


to thia man with enlarged powers," 
proceeded Mr. Gorman, "to select the 
men who should go the congress of the 
United States, and at least one of them 
came." 


Mr. Vilaa, Democrat of "Wisconsin, 


felt compelled to disagree with the sen- 
ator from Marylnnd. He favored the 
amendment, first because it would im- 
prove the postal service of the poatoffice 
system.

He cited 
General Walker, President Andrews, A. 
J. Balfour and other leading bimetal- 
ists as declaring that tbe experiment of 
ree coinage without international agree- 
ment would be disastrous. Instead of 
our currency being decreased since 1873, 
Secretary Smith declared it had been 
enormously increased. 


We have a greater per capita of gold 


and silver in circulation than ever be- 
ore. Before 1873 only 8,031,000 silver 
ollars had been coined, exclusive of 
ubaidiary aults. 
Since March, 1893,

When I wrote, the /vnnin'ner, 
after its first denial, had remained silent 
for nearly a week under a charge, that 
ought to have stung it to fury.

"The company (is to enjoy immunity 


from hostility in the columns of the iU- 
(iinmer) is not to be the victim of meu- 
dacious attack or criticism, or of misrep- 
resentation; that the Examiner will not 
seek to create hostile Bentiment in the 
minds of the community against the 
Southern Pacific Company, or any of 
the interests it represents, and that 
while not stipulating aa against all 
criticism, it agrees that criticism shall 
not proceed from any motive of malice 
or malignity, and that such criticism aa 
may be found necessary to keep and 
maintain the confidence of the public, 
to the extent that any public sentiment 
may have been created from other 
sources, is to be avoided as much as pos- 
sible." 


If that is genuine, it is o perfect model 


of a blackmail contract. On Sunday, 
tho day after its publication, Mr. Hearst 
telegraphed from New York declariug 
that if any such document existed it 
must .be a forgery ; that he was in Egypt 
when the advertising engagement- was 
entered into, but that Mr. Palmer, the 
business manager who represented him 
here at the time, assured him that he 
had signed no contract of the sort, nor 
even discussed such a transaction. Tue 
Examiner, also, on its proprietor's au- 
thority, denounced the quoted contract 
RS Hpurious. Everybody looked for the 
immediate production of tho contract in 
[ac-simile tiv the railroad company, but 
up to this writing it has uot been forth- 
coming, and, what is still more remark- 
able, the ^.miHi'tici-has made no demand 
for its production, or for a showing of 
the innocent contract, if one there be, 
on which the advertising was given. 
That there is a contract of some kind 
there can, of course, be no doubt. Tha 
business manager of the paper, writing 
to Vice President Orocker on March 21, 
1S94 (the JSxaiiuiur has printed the let- 
ter), eaid:

cate in its workinga, but simple to con- 
trol. It ia described as a big fighting 
machine. Every piece of machinery ia 
Eaid to contain 
improvement on 


like machinery in previously constructed 
vessels, but the greatest general im- 
provement in the construction of the 
ship, aay the naval otlicors, ia the almost 
absence of wood in the Oregon's hull or 
fittings. That improvement was the re- 
sult of a lesson learned during the re 
cent Japanese and Chinese war. 


Iu both the Japanese and Chincst 


vessels that took part in the engage- 
ment at the mouth of the Yalu river, 
the interior fittings of tho vessels were 
wood. The battle was a short but hot 
one, and the hulla of nearly all the ves- 
sels that were in the engagement were 
pierced with projectiles from the op- 
posing guns. 


On the Oregon wood IH none away 


with almost entirely. It is used only 
where no other material would suffice, 
aud then it is used sparingly. All the 
partitions and quarters of tho officers 
and men are ol irou and ateel. The 
meta! sects are covered with cork and 
given a handsome finish to cover the 
chilly appearance oi the metal, and 
give tho rooms a comfortable appear- 
ance.

Benjamin K. Franklin Named by 


the President. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Tbe Presi- 


dent today sent to the senate the nomi- 
nation of Benjamin K. Frauklin of Ari- 
zona to be governor of that territory.

The 
date upon which the new governor will 
qualifv ia not apparent, but it is taken 
for granted that ho will assume office aa 
aoon aa he is confirmed by the aenate. 


The new appointee served two terms 


in the house of representatives aa mem- 
ber from Kansas City, Mo. Later, un- 
der the former Cleveland administra- 
tion, he waa consul to Hankow, China, 
and upon hia return settled in Arizona 
and recently became a candidate for 
governor. 


March 23.—Politically the 


past week baa been a most eicitiiiK one 
in England, the Matabelea, the speech 
of Joseph Chamberlain, the Transvaal 
and Madagascar, all afforded topics of 
first dasa importance, and then came 
the resignation of the French minister 
for foreign affairs, M. Berthelot, cap- 
ping the news sheaf of the week. In 
some quarters considerable importance 
ie attached, to the resignation of M. 
Jlerthelot, and it is being interpreted as 
one of the outcomes of France's abortive 
action in attempting to prevent the use 
ol the Egyptian reserve fund for the 
expenses of the Nile expedition. 
It 


had been previously rumored that the 
French cabiuet was divided regarding 
the policy to be followed in regard to 
the Dongola expedition, and the result, 
which has been ft decided rebuff to 
France, led to such an outcry in the 
French 
press against the Bourgeois 


cabinet, that aomebody had to be sacri- 
ficed in order to appease the public, and 
so M. Berthelot, always looked upon aa 
somewhat of a Jonah, was thrown over- 
board. 
The Marquis o! Salisbury undoubt- 


edly scored over France in the matter, 
but the feeling of satisfaction experi- 
enced must be considerably tempered by 
the knowledge that Germany's attitude 
ia solely influenced by Italy's predica- 
ment and thfit there ia no love lor Eng- 
land in her support of thia country. In 
fact, tho concensus of opinion of the for- 
eign correspondence is that unless a 
change of relations occurs Germany is 
likely to leave Great Britain in the lurch 
at tho later Btage of the expedition, es- 
pecially if, aa appears not impossible, 
Italy ia compelled by public opinion tu 
retire from Africa. 


The accounts given of the campaign 


by the wounued eoldiera who have re- 
turned to Italy have increased the un- 
popularity of the African schemes of 
certain of Italy's statesmen, and there 
are evidences of a revival ol an agitation 
oi prosecuting the war. 


In regard to the situation in the 


Transvaal, the Cape Town dispatches to 
the Times are most disturbing, and it is 
evident that aomething is going ou 
which may lead to an explosion of more 
far-reaching 
consequences than the 


Jameson affair. Everything points to 
the fact that the Transvaal ia preparing 
for some struggle, and there is a feeling 
bore that a rupture of amicable relations 
with the South African republic ia loom- 
ing up on the horizon moat clearly. 
It 


is believed that President Kruger can- 
not be induced to visit England. The 
Boers are arming and are listening en- 
tirely to the advice of German advisers 
to be pleaaant to the statesmen, and in 
short, the South African situation is the 
cause of extreme anxiety to flnanciera 
and others interested in that part of the 
world. There are indications that the 
Boera of the Transvaal, the Orange Free 
State and Cape Colony are making 
common cause against Great Britain, 
with the result that England may find 
that she baa more on her ban da than

iQn top of the furnace ia a layer of tbe 
eame material which ia kept wet from a 
tank of water. The brush of the or- 
chard will bfl used to feed the fire in the 
furnace. Anderson says two men can 
work the machine, and between the 
hours of 3 and G a.m. can raise a bank 
of fog twenty feel high, enveloping an 
eighty-acre orchard. 
The trial of the 


fog machine is looked forward to with 
much concern by orchardists in thin 
vicinity, many of whom have been rely- 
ing on firea aa protection from a frost, 
and if tbe experiment ia a success frost 
will cause no alarm among orchardists 
hereafter.

from Bulawayo today announces that 
Frederick C. Celeous, the explorer, who 
left that town yesterday at the head of a 
strong attachment of volunteers and po- 
lice, haa engaged the enemy, killing a 


number. 
Five troopers were 


killed. This pronvpt actiou of the au- 
thorities has had a good effect upon the 
rebeliuuB Matabelea,. who did not expect 
to be attacked ao aoou. The MaUbeles 
aet lire to a large store about forty milea 
from Bulawayy, and executed a medi- 
cine dance around the names. Trans- 
port riders are abandoning wauonsin all 
directions and hurrying into the towns. 
Many iiendlah murders- have been re- 
ported. The settlers are turror-atricken 
and have abandoned their homes and 
are encamped in ttie lagere waiting to be 
rescued by the mounted police and vol- 
unteers. 
Others have placed 
their 


houses iu a state of defense, determined 
to fight until assistance reaches them. 


The gravity oi thu situation has not 


been exaggerated, although it ia still 
hoped that the promptness of the au- 
thorities iu 
commencing operations 


against tbe Matabelea may result in 
checking the spread of the rebellion. 


Feais are entertained for the safety of 


a party of 1000 settlers, mainly women 
and children, who are iu the lager, in 
the vicinity of which a strong force of 
Matabelea haa been 
reported. 
The 


aeitlers have only snrticient provisions 
to last them a short time. Captain 
Spreckela on Thursday, it is announced, 
met and repulsed a strong body of 
Matabelea and indicted great loss upon 
them. Spreckels' troopers escaped with 
only a few men wounded. 


One of the gravest featurea of the up- 


rising is that it is now admitted that 
the native police have been induced not 
only to take part in the rebellion, but 
to induce the various tribes they were 
supposed to take hack to control to take 
up arms against the whites. It is esti- 
mated in this manner 700 well trained 
fighting men, armed with modern riilea 
and well supplied with ammunition, 
have gone over to the enemy. 


For obvioua reasons the authorities 


are with-holdine many facta connected 
with the uprising which there is no 
doubt IB of much more aerioua nature 
than at first believed. 


The military and civil authorities of 


the town of Salisbury, which ia capable 
of'sustaining a long siege, are taking 
every measure of precaution. A maxim 
battery has been placed in a command- 
ing position and ammunition has been 
served out to the volnnteera. 


Mr. Cecil Khodea is expected to arrive 


at Bulawayo today. He will assume, 
the direction of tho repressive measurert- 


Bosinesa throughout Matabele land is.', 


completely paralyzed and will remain eo 
until the rebellion is cruahed. 


Mounted police are being drafted at 


Bulawayo and Salisbury and additional 
maxim guns are being forwarded to both 
those points. 
Later advicea from 
Bulawayo an- 


nounce that the son of the late King 
Lobeugula, who wan haniahed 
from 


Matabele land last jear, has returned 
and placed himself at tbe bead of the 
insurgent Matabelea. 


The latter have in aomo manner ob- 


tained possession of many rifles and a 
stock of ammunition, which, although 
not large, ia sufficient to enable them to 
make a very much more effective fight 
than they did two yeara ago. 


Dispatches have been received from 


Bulawayo during the day asking that 
more arms and ammunition be hurried 
forward, as there are plenty of volun- 
teers, but not sufficient weapons to arm 
them. 
Scouta who have returned to Bula- 


wayo report that the natives are gatber- 
ing in large bodies at different parts and 
are herding together all the cattle avail- 
able. They are being excited by tbe 
medicine men and a strong force will 
have to be employed in order to restore 
order. 
There has been much looting of 


cattle, and a native police inspector waa 
murdered by'his men, who afterward 
deserted and went over to the enemy 
with their arms and ammunition. 


Traveling is now dangerous in all parts 


of Matabele and it ia feared that eom- 
muoication with Bnlawayo will shortly 
be interrupted. 


Seloua succeeded in recapturing 


large herd of cattle stolen by the Mata- 
beles, and the animals have been driven 
toward Bulawayo to be used for pro- 
visioning the town. Selous has ordered 
a number of scouts to keep in touch 
with the Matabeles, and as soon as a 
sufficient body of men can be aent out 
from Bulawayo an attack in force will 
be made upon the rebole. 


The outskirts of Bulawayo are oc- 


cupied by police and volunteers, and a 
very effective lager has been formed 
around the market bouse, where the 
ammunition and supplies have been 
stored. Maxim guns protect each Bide 
of the lager, and it Is believed the place 
has been rendered proof against any as- 
sault. It ia not believed, however,that 
matters will reach auch a stage as that, 
but the authorities decided to takeover? 
precaution possible, as the fighting 
power and strength of the Matabeleo ia 
too well known for any precaution to be 
neglected.

Tbe opposition by women themeelves 
o equal suffrage is one of the strongest 
isrriers tbfit stands between the advo- 
ates of that idea and the realizition of 
heir hopes. So long as many women 
nsist that they do not desire the right 
o vote conseivative men feel justified in 
ippoaicg the demands of those who do. 
The arguments of the latter are also 
strongly combatted by veryable women, 
and the opposition is thereby furnished 
an effective weapon with which to op- 
pose the movement. 


Aside from the claim of abstract right, 


:he moat effective argument advanced 
>y the promoters of equal suffrage is the 
opinion that politics would be purified 
and political methods" reformed by ei- 
endiug th'e right of suffrage to women. 
Thie belief influences many voters to 
avor the proposition who would other- 
wise he fonnd on the negative side, and 
lisa rather surprising fact that the 
itrongest and ablest combatants of this 
theory are women. 


Among recent contributions on this 


question is an article- from the pen of 
Mrs. Francis H. Wineton in the current 
number of the Forum. Mrs. Winston 
handles the subject with great vigor, 
and the following paragraph will give 


reader a fair idea of the manner in 


which the well known lady deals with 
the question: 


:(Woman's vote will purify politics." 


This is the New Woman's favorite cry. 
Not long since a prrminent equal suf- 
frage lecturer, while earnestly setting 
forth this claim and enlarging on the 
shameless manner iu which men con- 
duct elections, declared that woman's 
chaste and refined influence was the 
only thing that could change the pres- 
ent undesirable condition of affaire. She 
was not ashamed, however, to relate, 
previous to the close of her lecture, that, 
a short time before, her sister had in- 
duced her family's hired man to vote 
for a certain measure by presenting him, 
oti the eve of election, with a half dozen 
new shirts, made by her own hands. 


The absurdity of this incident reached 


a climax when it was noticed that, in a 
large audience of women, few saw any- 
thing wrong in female bribery. The fair 
speaker omitted to inform her andience 
whether or no this was to be the pre- 
vailing mode of political purification, 
when one-half of the burdens of state 
rests on female shoulders. But, aa wo- 
men never lack expedients, eome puri- 
fyi"g process, lees laborious than shirt- 
makinp, may eoon bo devised. 


This id the kind of tribute to woman's 


influence in politics which will not aid 
thecanpe. Itamountflto a very frank 
admission by a prominent woman that 
her tex would cot he above the selfish 
and djvious methods that now prevail 
in politics if she were e ran ted the privil- 
eges now eo ead'y nt-glected and abused 
by the male citizen.

bers, more than one-hall of their pre- 
vious number, and the .Republicans 
gained 119 members, almost doubling 
their number. 


!No such revulsion of feeling as this 


takes place without an evident cause, EO 
that cause need not be hard to find. Iu 
the present instance the disaffection, 
disruption and repeated defeats of the 
Democratic party must be laid directly 
at the feet of .President Cleveland. He 
ia responsible for the tremendous down- 
fall of his party, for come what, would of 
.he free trade regime ,hiB masterly capac- 
ity for doing the wrong thing atall times 
aas produced its inevitable result.

He bad noth-' 
ing of the sort iu view. With the aid of 
a secretary of the treasury whose soul, 
with his own, constituted two souls with 
but a single-standard thought, he began 
the process of jewing down the prico of 
silver, ruthlessly breaking the law in or- 
der so to do. His demand for financial 
legislation on a monometallic line waa a 
feature of this time, as was his prophecy 
of hard times, with which he announced 
that he did not intend to interfere. Then 
came repeated bond issues, with a few 
men to make the princely commissions 
which the people are to pay. 


Tbese are a few of the cause? which 


have combined to produce disaffection, 
not only in the Democratic party but 
among the masses of people as well. 
Without such causes euch resolutions 
as the foregoing would be an impossi- 
bility. And all of tbe causes combine in 
the portly person of Grover Cleveland. 
He has insured the success of the Re- 
publican party, but the country has 
been compelled to pay dearly, even.for 
that desirable culmination.

Governor Hughes' newspaper, says: 
Whatever mystery has attached to the 
causes of Governor Hughes' removal 
haa been dispelled, by information re- 
ceived yesterday.

The shgeestion haa been made from 
ime to time that county roads, at least 
n those parts where there is considera- 
te travel, ahonld ha named, numbered 
and measured, and Bign boards placed 
at all cross roads. With Freeno'B nearly 
1500 miles of roads, this would be an 
undertaking of no small character; but 
it docs not ot necessity follow that the 
pro:eas should be applied to all the 
highways at once. . 
Contra Costa county haa put the plan 


in operation, and the results 80 far have 
been satisfactory. A brief explanation 
of the principal features may be given. 


A road ia named. It If measured, be- 


einning at the county seat. It IE divided 
into ten blocks to the mile. Every 
block it numbered, similarly to the lots 
in a city, the odd numbers on one side, 
the even on the other. Each house has 
the number of the block ou which it 
stands. If two or more houses occupy 
the same block they are distinguished 
as 21 a, 21 b, 21 c. 


Road books, convenient in size lor 


carrying in the pocket, are provided for 
travelers and others who want them. A 
map ia contained iu it of every road, and 
by referring to the index of numbers it 
can be seen who lives in every house 
along the road. There is Btill further 
information concerning points of inter- 
est within sight of the road. TheBys- 
tern is one which ia of much merit, and 
in small and thickly settled counties it 
would not be comparatively expensive, 
but on the Wesl Side or in some parts of 
the east aide of Fresno county, tbe long 
stretches of monotonous roads would 
'not receive much benefit from raapa, 
when there would be only about one 
house in live miles. In tbe colonies 
aronnd Fresno such a system would be 
very desirable.

of September 23, 1893, 1 bid friends 
good-by and began my overland trip by 
wheel from Topeka, Kansas, to t'reeuo. 
After I had gone a few miles I felt lost, 
and wished that I hadn't started, that I 
bad a big undertaking, but courage 
punched me in tne riba and I pulled on. 
I beiuR 19 years of age, my friends 
thought I ought to wait a few years, but 
I had made up my mi ad, and wasn't 
going to back down. 


My first 200 milea was alone, aa I waa 


to meet J. 0. Snider at Kanapolis, Kan- 
eas, from which point we were to ride 
together the rest of the trip. After I 
had gone twenty-five miles from 'lopeta 
I ran a nail in my tire. I wapped tire 
tape around it and went on. I arrived 
at Junction City just in lime for sapper 
the first day. 


After finishing supper I used some 


pnncturea and retired for the night, 
my day'fl ride having been aeventj-aix 
and a half milee. 
The next morning I started out for 


Kauapolia, where I waa to meet Snider. 
When within live miles of Kanapolia t 
could aea it very plainly, but the nearer 
1 came to the forsaken town the farther 
away it looked. Hut a few minutes' 
ride found uiu in the would-be metropo- 
lis of the United States.' It was to 
KaoRpulia that Kaoaaa wanted to have 
the United States capital moved. 


I inquired about Snider, but as no one 


knew anything about him, I concluded 
that I had better move on. It was four 
milea to Ellsworth, and very nice roads. 
Half way between the two towrm I ran 
over a cow which waa lying ia the mid- 
dle of the road, and when I found my- 
self again I got on my-wheel and ea-yed 
wood. 
1 stopped at Ellaworth over night and 


in the'uiorning pulled on to Wilson, 
ivhere I seut a telegram to 'Wichita in- 
quirinR for Snider. After waiting three 
hours for an answer Snider came along, 
aud we ate dinner and commenced the 
journey together. Snider'a delay waa 
caused by hia front fork breaking, 
rode over a smooth country and by 
evening we came to Hayea city, where 
we stopped over night.'

passed through Ruasel, Etlig, Wakeeney 
and Grainell. When I reached the next 
town I discovered that I had left Snider 
somewhere and I gavea search. He 
took another course, missing me alto- 
gether. 1 retraced my course ami didu t 
catch up with him till I reached Monu- 
ment, where he stayed over night. The 
nest morning, the 27th, we started on 
for a, hard day's ride against'a Kansas 
breeze. Snider had hia usual run of 
punka and break-downs. We managed 
to make thirty-eight milea in twelve 
hours ami came nearly starving. 


After a big search through the town of 


Wallace, at which point we stopped 
over the night, we managed to find 
something to eat; but as hotels were a 


Hie first question wai. "Where IB the 
, epair shop?" I helped him out. 
Heneeded aome repatra. We ww the 
Mormon temple, tabernacle and Brig- 
ham Yoong'e firave, aleo the hotaprmga, 
tho PaJair beach and the wide streets oi 
Salt Lake, The Zion Wheel Club oi 
Salt Lake took the best of care ol me, 
and Mr. Brown, the secretary of the 
club, did everything to entertain me.

My 
last twelve milea wae a wild one as I 
rode down a Bleep canyon along a nar- 
row causa railroad, which runs into 
Sale Lake.

next day. In the afternoon I reached 
Ogden. 
f stopped a few minutes and 


passed on to Corinne, making tho ride 
from Salt Lake in G>£ hour*. The dis- 
tance is sixty-eight miles. It was here 
at Corinne that I found Snider, who 
hail been a day and a half coming from 
Salt Lake. 
Tho nest morning we left with our 


knapsacks well lilleJ. About 11 o'clock 
we reached Promonotory. Leaving it 
V?a rode on the old bed of the Salt lake, 
aud stopped at Monument over night. 
For over half way acroaa Nevada noth- 
ing passed of note, aa it was a desert for 
miles, except we saw Indians, hot 
springs, alkali deserts, wild country and 
mines.

In the night 
the blooiuerites took my wheel out of 
tho hotel and rode it all night, for it 
hadn't copied oft yet when I got up in 
the morning. 


On November 1st wft left Lovelocks 


and rode to where the Humboldt river 
ainka in tho lava beds, and passed over 
the White Plain and lava beda. We 
passed Hot Springs, Wadaworth and 
Reno, to the summit. We rode the 
railroad track, which runs beside tbe 
Truckee river. The scenery waa fine. 
The night's stop waa at Trnckee. 


On the 4th we rode through enow 


sheds. After leaving Summit, tUe crest 
of the Sierras, wo ran down grade to 
Gold Run, where we stopped for the 
night. During; the day we had ridden 
through forty-one miles of snow sheds 
and three tunnels. 


On November 6th -we reached Sacra-

I made the fifty-eight miles in four 


houra and forty minutes, arriving in 
Freano at 1.22 p.m. the 13th day of No- 
vember, 1895, where I am still located.

Pir^OLC, March 29.—The atsge station 


at thia place was entered by three 
maflked men at 1 o'clock this morning. 


aiderable period priorto October 3, 1892, 
he engaged in a joint venture and un- 
dertaking with the defendant, Hunting- 
ton.
